In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  group  of 
accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  financial 
statements  referred  to  above,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town 
of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31, 1980,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining 
financial  statements.  The  accompanying  financial  information  listed  as 
supportjqg  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire.  The  information  has 
been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the 
combined  and  combining  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly 
stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1981 


Expenditures  this  year  by  the  Planning  Board  have  been  less  than 
anticipated  as  the  Master  Plan  is  still  being  worked  on  by  the  various 
committees.  Of  the  $1300.00  spent  $490  went  for  reprinting  subdivision 
regulations,  $520.00  for  Master  Plan  work  and  the  balance  in  advertising  and 
mailing  for  subdivision  hearings.  $236.00  were  received  in  income  from 
subdividers. 

This  year  the  legislature  made  some  major  revisions  in  the  subdivision  laws 
and  the  Planning  Board,  after  hearings,  revised  and  reprinted  the  Charlestown 
regulations.  The  changes  apply  generally  to  the  procedures  to  be  followed  by 
the  Board  in  approval  or  denial  of  subdivision  plans. 

Again  the  Chairman  participated  in  the  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Planning 
Committee  and  an  item  appears  on  the  warrant  for  vote  on  Town  continued 
participation  in  that  activity  -  as  a  member  of  the  regional  district.  No  funds  are 
required  this  year  but  a  vote  on  funding  participation  will  be  required  in  1983. 
Staying  in  this  year  does  not  obligate  Charlestown  to  participate  in  the  funding 
program  in  1983. 

Master  Plan  work  continues.  Some  50  people  are  participating  in  seven 
areas  of  accumulating  information  and  writing  observations  on  Town 
Government,  Business/ Industry,  Public  Safety,  Education,  Agriculture/ 
Conservation,  Community  Services  and  Utilities.  Town  Boards  and 
committees  are  contributing  and  map  work  is  being  done.  There  is  no  precise 
deadline  for  completion  of  the  work,  since  the  Planning  Board  wishes  to  allow 
for  adequate  preparation  and  ultimate  public  participation  before  printing. 
The  Plan  is  a  guidance  document  for  all  Town  groups  and  is  not  to  be 
considered  an  ordinance  or  law.  Of  paramount  concern  are  our  long  range  tax 
burdens,  development  of  an  appropriate  tax  base,  preservation  of  agricultural 
land  and  a  recognition  of  growth  trends  over  the  past  ten  years  and  ten  years 
hence.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 
1981 


The  following  is  a  breakdown  report  of  services  performed  by  this 
Department  in  all  fields  of  the  Department  functions. 

Fingerprints  taken  -  97.  These  prints  were  taken  for  employment  purposes, 
arrests  and  other  activities  that  require  prints. 

Services  to  other  Police  Departments  -  665.  This  service  includes  Motor 
Vehicle  listings,  License  requests,  NCIC  requests,  the  relay  of  persons  and/or 
paper  work,  serving  papers  for  other  Departments,  taking  into  Custody 
subjects  wanted  by  State  Police  or  other  Police  Departments,  including 
Capias  and  Mittimus  papers  from  the  Sheriff  Department  and  the  Court 
system,  and  assisting  any  Police  Department  in  any  way  we  are  so  requested. 

Services  to  Insurance  Companies  -  83.  This  service  includes  reports  the 
Insurance  Companies  request  on  Motor  Vehicle  incidents,  Thefts  and  Burglaries. 

Family  Services  -  78.  This  service  includes  Domestic  Problems,  helping  the 
Mentally  Disturbed  and  Despondent  Persons  and  any  Family  problems  this 
Department  can  assist  with  (such  as  Juvenile). 

Courtesy  Services  -  610.  This  service  consists  of  escorts  to  the  bank  for 
business  people  of  the  Town,  Traffic  control  for  Weddings,  Parades,  Church, 
Funerals,  and  special  Town  Functions,  delivering  messages  (emergency 
Type)  transporting  people  with  disabled  vehicles  to  get  aid,  aiding  the  Elderly 
who  may  have  fallen  or  any  other  problems  with  which  they  may  need  help, 
checking  VIN's  on  vehicles  to  assist  the  Town  Clerk  in  doing  registrations, 
calling  Mutual  Aid  to  tone  the  Fire  Department  when  the  calls  come  to  the 
Department  for  fires  in  Town. This  year  there  were  26  fire  calls  to  the  Police 
Department  and  Mutual  Aid  was  called. 

Security  Checks  -  8,552.  These  are  checks  on  Businesses  and  Public 
Buildings  in  Town  throughout  the  year  to  insure  their  properties  are  secure. 

House  Security  Checks  - 1 ,629.  This  is  a  Security  Check  Sheet  for  people 
who  are  away  vacationing  or  hospitalized  and  request  their  property  be 
checked  to  insure  there  is  no  problem  with  their  property  while  they  are  away. 

Bank  Alarms  -  44.  The  Department  responds  to  these  alarms  at  the  three 
banks  in  our  Town  when  the  alarm  system  is  activated  for  various  reasons. 

Other  Alarms  - 1 14.  These  alarms  were  answered  when  they  were  activated 
for  some  reason  at  local  businesses  and  buildings,  these  alarm  systems  are 
installed  in  our  Department. 

Total  Complaints -941.  This  includes  any  and  all  complaints  phoned  into  the 
department  or  came  to  us  in  person,  excluding  dog  complaints.  The 
Department  resolves  these  complaints  and  difficulties  as  soon  as  possible  by 
the  best  means  possible  to  serve  the  public  and  preserve  the  peace  of  the 
Town. 

Dog  Complaints  -  272.  These  complaints  are  called  into  the  Police 
Department  and  referred  to  the  Dog  officer.  If  he  is  unavailable,  the  Duty 
Officer  resolves  the  problem.  The  calls  consist  of  dogs  running  at  large, 
constantly  barking,  stray  dogs,  dogs  being  a  nuisance  in  gardens  and  yards. 
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Throughout  the  year  there  were  75  arrests  in  our  town,  326  summons  issued, 
95  warnings  issued  and  165  checkups  for  various  reasons.

JUVENILE  REPORT 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  73  Juvenile  problems  handled  by  this 
Department.  These  cases  were  handled  either  through  the  Court  System  or  by 
the  Police  Department  with  the  best  means  to  resolve  the  situation  for  all 
parties  involved. 


MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  Department  responded  to  25  calls  for  assistance  with  Medical  problems 
consisting  of  aiding  accident  victims,  people  with  lacerations  and  bruises  of  all 
types,  breathing  problems  and  various  other  incidents.  The  Department  also 
aids  the  Ambulance  service  since  the  cruiser,  being  mobile,  can  often  be  at  the 
scene  of  a  medical  emergency  prior  to  Ambulance  arrival.  The  cruiser  is 
equipped  with  a  Resuscitator  and  First  Aid  Kit. 

There  were  21 1  calls  to  the  Police  Department  for  the  Ambulance  Service. 
The  Ambulance  is  dispatched  by  the  Police  Department  to  these  Medical 
emergencies. 


PROPERTY  LOSS  AND  RECOVERY  VALUE 

Property  Value  loss  through  Thefts,  Burglaries  and  other  Incidents  in 
Charlestown  for  the  year  was  $74,1 16.00. 

Property  Value  recovered  in  Charlestown  for  the  year  was  $50,1 15.00. 

With  these  figures,  there  was  a  67V2%  recovery  on  Property  Loss  for  the  year. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  on  the  Criminal  Report  a  total  of  104  of  the 
reports  were  satisfactorily  cleared  and  closed. 

The  amount  of  $3,771.92  was  collected  by  this  Department  for  numerous 
residents  of  Charlestown.  These  residents  had  been  issued  insufficient  fund 
checks  and  this  Department  collected  the  monies  for  checks.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHARLESTOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  received  and  reviewed  several  Dredge 
and  Fill  requests  in  1981 .  They  have  to  be  investigated  for  the  protection  of 
abutting  landowners  and  the  preservation  of  wildlife. 

The  Commission  supervised  Green-Up  Day  again  with  the  able  assistance 
of  many  young  people  and  several  local  organizations.  We  appreciate  the 
community  taking  part  each  year  in  cleaning  up  and  it  helps  to  keep  our 
community  attractive. 

An  additional  trail  to  our  present  Clay  Brook  NatureTrail  needs  a  little  more 
work.  A  study  of  the  trees  in  the  village  has  been  made. 

The  Commission  has  been  asked  to  look  into  the  street  lighting  and  more 
work  has  to  be  done  in  this  area. 

We  have  assisted  in  the  Master  Plan  and  with  the  map  of  the  Connecticut 
River  Watershed  Council  Inc.,  which  shows  our  towns  river  front  land  and  its 
agricultural,  forest  and  wetlands. 

This  Conservation  Commission  would  like  to  buy  land  for  our  watershed 
protection.

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1981  AMBULANCE  REPORT 

Charlestown's  Ambulance  Service  record  for  1 981  was  nearly  identical  with 
that  of  the  previous  year.  Two  hundred  twelve  responses  were  made  to 
emergencies  in  the  following  categories: 

1.  Forty-one  motor  vehicle  accidents,  from  which  twenty-eight  victims 
were  transported  to  area  hospitals. 

2.  Twenty-eight  miscellaneous  accidents. 

3.  Twenty-one  respiratory  problems. 

4.  Thirty  cardio-vascular  incidents. 

5.  Seventy-two  miscellaneous  illnesses. 

6.  Three  assaults. 

7.  Thirteen  for  stand-bys  and  fires. 

8.  Four  patients  were  D.O.A. 

Six  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  service  since  the  last  yearly  report. 
Both  local  physicians,  Drs.  Okosky  and  Brenton,  now  participate  in  the 
evaluation  of  new  techniques  which  have  been  added  to  the  service,  such  as 
intra-venous  administration.  Also  under  consideration  is  the  addition  of  a 
portable  defibrillation  unit. 

Several  of  our  members  have  organized  a  first-aid  training  program  with 
classes  being  held  at  the  local  elementary  school.  A  number  of  our  new 
recruits  were  given  their  initial  training  in  these  classes.  Besides  occasional 
training  drills,  the  leaders  also  maintain  an  ongoing  program  of  recertification 
inCPR. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  active  members  of  the  service  for  the  many  hours 
they  spend  responding  to  local  medical  emergencies.  Their  professional 
dedication  is  a  credit  to  the  entire  community  of  Charlestown.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HEALTH  OFFICER 

Several  complaints  dealing  with  overflowing  septic  tanks  were  received  and 
the  problems  were  corrected.  People  are  usually  cooperative  in  these  matters. 
It  is  noted  that  mobile  park  owners  that  rent  space  and/or  units  are  ultimately 
responsible  for  the  condition  of  a  septic  tank  and  leach  field.  Complaints 
should  be  registered  with  the  mobile  home  park  owner  or  the  party 
representing  the  same. 

Aid  was  given  to  people  having  high  bacteria  counts  in  their  rural  wells  and 
piping  systems.  Details  on  how  to  treat  a  contaminated  well  are  in  the  1980 
Health  Officer's  Report. 

Routine  inspections  were  made  at  residences  seeking  certification  and 
licensing  for  Group  Day  Care,  Foster  Home,  or  Family  Day  Care  of  children. 

The  Town  solid  waste  site  reported  no  rodent  or  vermin  problems.  From  time 
to  time  someone  will  leave  some  trash  outside  the  dump.  It  is  therefore  noted 
here  that  this  is,  in  violation  of  the  law.  RSA  147:23  to  29  generally  states  -  If  a 
person  shall  place  offensive  matter  or  cause  it  to  be  placed  or  left,  in  or  near  a 
highway,  street,  alley,  public  place, wharf  or  on  a  private  disposal  site  or  shall 
allowto  beexposed  unburied,  any  animal  orothersubstance  liable  to  become 
putrid  or  offensive,  or  injurious  to  the  public  health  or  deposits  garbage  or 
refuse  on  premises  not  designated  as  a  public  dumping  facility  shall  be  guilty 
Of  a  violation.  Guilty  parties  shall  remove  the  offensive  matter  or  pay  for  having 
it  moved. 

A  word  about  our  land  and  its  use  -  The  Township  population  is  growing. 
There  are  some  people  who  buy  or  rent  land  and  move  onto  it  without 
registering  with  the  town.  In  some  cases  housekeeping  and  full  time  dwelling 
exists  without  the  owner  or  renti ng  party  having  any  water  or  sewage  systems. 
The  intent  of  the  new  dweller  is  to  put  in  a  well  and  a  septic  system  unless  they 
are  close  enough  to  connect  to  the  town  water  or  sewer  lines.  There  have  been 
some  situations  develop  that  found  the  dweller  not  putting  water  and  sewage 
systems  on  the  land.  Such  situations  ultimately  cause  a  nuisance  which 
becomes  a  public  health  menace.  Children  coming  from  homes  without  water 
become  a  public  health  problem  to  other  children  and  teachers  in  the  schools 
they  attend.  If  these  words  make  you  squirm  a  little,  just  squirm  a  little  more 
and  realize  that  head  lice,  (Pediculus  capitus)  are  a  very  real  problem.  The 
problem  does  not  have  to  exist,  but  as  long  as  the  town  has  no  restrictions  on 
water  and  waste  for  new  land  dwellers  then  the  problem  will  continue.  The 
health  officer  may  authorize  the  building  of  a  privy  if  a  water  and  septic  system 
is  to  be  build  and  function  correctly  in  a  reasonable  amount  of  time.  Forthose 
people  who  live  in  the  Township  and  are  not  registered  -  please  know  that  your 
town  board  of  health  (selectmen  and  health  officer)  will  give  you  their  full 
cooperation  if  given  a  chance  to  do  it.

Annual  Report  to  the  Town  of  Charlestown  for  1981

In  1981  the  VNA  staff  provided  2,585  clinic  services,  home  and  office  visits  to 
the  residents  of  Charlestown  at  an  approximate  total  cost  of  $67,500.  The 
community's  tax  appropriation  supported  27%  of  the  services.  Other  funding 
came  from  private  payments,  support  from  the  newly  formed  Charlestown 
VNA  Auxiliary,  Medicare,  Medicaid,  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield,  memorial  gifts, 
other  contributions  and  special  grant  funds. 

The  VNA's  program  was  expanded  in  mid-October  through  the  request  of 
the  N.H.  Bureau  of  Maternal  &  Child  Health,  to  take  on  the  administration  of 
the  Children  &  Youth  Project.  The  change  occurred  because  local 
administration  has  the  advantages  of  cost  efficiency  and  a  better 
understanding  of  local  needs.  Reduced  funding  necessitated  cutting  back  on 
the  number  of  children  that  can  be  served  (children  over  six  are  no  longer 
eligible  for  clinic  services),  and  medical  bills  cannot  be  paid  by  the  Program. 
However,  the  C-Y  Project's  objectives  remain  essentially  intact.  The  staff 
includes  (on  part-time  basis)  a  Registered  Nurse  Coordinator,  a  Family  Nurse 
Practioner,  a  Nutritionist,  a  Social  Worker,  a  Community  Health  Aide  and  a 
Secretary,  with  Physician's  services  provided  in  theclinics.  A  sliding  fee  scale 
determines  charges  for  clinic  services.  Low  income  families  are  supported  by 
state  funding;  others  pay  according  to  family  income.

The  Recreation  Commission  will  look  back  on  1981  with  pride  as  it  has 
worked  hard  to  provide  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  recreation  for  all  ages. 


Swimming  Pool:  The  Swimming  Pool  had  a  very  successful  year.  A  high 
percentage  of  swimmers  advanced  in  their  skills  due  to  the  expert  lessons 
given  by  our  highly-qualified  staff  at  the  Pool.  Lessons  were  given  to  Camp 
Holiday,  a  special  education  camp.  This  provided  excel  lent  experience  for  the 
youngsters  as  well  as  the  instructors.

In  March,  the  Town  Meeting  voters  authorized  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to 
develop  a  Master  Plan.  The  Committee  then  went  to  work  on  a  Master  Plan  by 
using  the  services  of  Sullivan  County  Engineer  Leon  Geil. 

By  the  end  of  September,  a  plan  that  was  acceptable  to  the  Board  was 
produced  and  on  November 6,  a  detailed  report  was  issued  on  the  specifics  of 
the  Patch  Property  Development. 

During  the  month  of  December,  donations  for  the  future  development  were 
received.  The  Charlestown  Women's  Club  has  pledged  $1,465.00  for  the 
building  of  a  picnic  and  nature  area,  and  a  $10,000.00  donation  was  received 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stanley  Patch. 

To  date,  the  sum  of  $15.00  of  the  original  $1 ,000.00  given  by  the  voters  at  last 
year's  Town  Meeting  to  develop  a  Master  Plan  has  been  spent.  As  spring  of 
1982  approaches,  it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  the  remaining  monies  for  such 
requirements  as  a  complete  boundary  survey  and  grading  charts.
